2. POST WAS UNABLE TO REPORT THE ARRESTS OF QUIRK, LE MAY, 

DAVIDSON, AND KINOS AS QUICKLY AS DESIRED BECAUSE TELEX DID 
NOT FUNCTION. HEAVY RAINS HAD DESTROYED THE TELEX LINES 
AND THEY HAD TO BE REPLACED BEFORE POST COULD AGAIN SEND
